CAMERA MEN IN WAR. 


Theis Life ta Mard and Their Work 
Exposed and Perilous. 

The camera has become an es- 
| sential part ef war equipment, and 
‚in the hands of daring and skilful 
camera men is not the least dan- 
gerous weapon that modern armies 
use against one another. The un- 
prejudiced eye of the eamera now 
| preserves on every battlefield æ rec- 
ord, impossible im the past, of the 
suffering an@ misery of warfare. 
| This, let us hope, wil: help the world 
to realize the horrers and wicked- 
ness of war. 

Throughout the armies and na- 
vies of Europe the camera men have 
| been carefully organized. The pho- 
tographer is usually æ eommission- 
ed oficer and beeomes a rec ognized 
part of the great military erganiza- 
tions. These camera men travel 
| with eavulry, artillery and infantry. 
| They serve witb the engineering 
| eorps, im the hospitals, with the 
aeronautical divisions and at sea 
and are witnesses of every phase of 
the army’s activities. 

When a camera man is enlisted 
he is assigned to one of the eom- 
manders, and while serving is re- 
sponsible to him. The photographer 
makes: his permanent residence at 


the front at the headquarters of the 
detachment to which he is assign- 











ed. Heis always at the disposal of 
the field commander at any hour of 
the day or night and takes orders 
from no one alse. 

The life of the eamera man at 
the front is a very hard one. He 
may be held for days awaiting or- 
ders in the field, perhaps under the 

most uncomfortable conditions, 
ready at any moment to start on 
a dangenous detail. At daylight 
some morning, he is probably di- 
rected to: take moving pictumes of 
ai certain pexition on the batttle- 
field, a captured trench or a desert- 
ed village, where the doctors are 
still working: anrong the dead and 
wounded. He may travel by special 
automobile or with an advanced 
guard or make his way on foot 
albne. The pictures may be: taker 
from the tottering walls of a build- 
img on from the trenches them- 
salvos..

It 
Bas been æ common experience for 
the camera to be shot away or 
smashed by the: impact of an ex- 
ploding sircli. Several! operators 
have fallen beside their instru- 
ments, and a number liave beem 
decorated for conspicuous bravery...
